A 
neighbor woman heard Bounds of dis- 
tress coming from Haley's room, but 
as she was quarantined with influ- 
enza she could not investigate but 
summoned Justice Frank Armstrong, 
who has offices on the same floor. 
When Mr. Armstrong rushed to the 
room he found the old man standing 
In front of .1 table beating at

his body. 


Armstrong beat out tho flames with 
his hands, but Haley fell forward on 
the table dead within a few seconds.

Back From Russia. 


BLAMES BOLSHEVIKS 


Present Russian Govern- 


ment is a Tyranny. 


' Ninety per cent of the members of 
•the Bolsheviki, or Soviet govern- 
ment, now in autocratic and merci- 
lesi, control In Russia, are renegade 
Jews, and the result of conditions in 
that country will be the most terri- 
ble reaction against the Jewish clti- 
zena of that nation in the history of 
Jewish massacres, was the statement 
made by Dr. George A. Simons at the 
First Methodist church Sunday night. 


Dr. Simons, who left Russia as late 


as October 8, alter having been a res. 
ident of that country for 
eleven 


years, as head of the Methodist mis- 
sions there, gave to Decatur people 
the moot comprehensive and Intelli- 
gent Idea of the great Russian puz- 
zle of anyone who has ever spoken 
here. 


Dr. Simons has been In consulta- 


tion -with the state department of the 
United States since his return and 
his statements regarding Russia and 
what is needed thene from the Allies 
may be looked upon as reflecting to 
a certain extent the official position 
likely to be taken by the American 
government. 


The masses of Russians, said Dr. 


Simons, are large-hearted, hospitable 
people, and there Is no sympathy with 
the 
anarchistic form 
of 
tyranny 


which now exists. 


The Russians openly speak of a 


great accounting which they will 
take from the Jews when this Bol- 
shevik rule Is overthrown, and the 
Jewish Bolsheviks of Russia are al- 
ready sending their families out of 
that country for safety. 


IS A TYRANNY. 


Americans should not make th« 


mistake, said the speaker, of thinking 
that the present Russian government 


The Successor to Butter 


Made by an exclusive process from 


the white meat of coconuts churned 


with pasteurized milk.

It la a 
tyranny of the most severe kind. 
There Is no freedom of speech, no 
freedom of the press, and convictions 
are made on mere suspicion. Hun- 
dreds of Russian officers have been 
murdered. Antl-chrlstlan and anti- 
capital Is the present administration 
in Russia and is a hopeless and dis- 
honest experiment In socialism. 


Jews In this country, said Dr. 


Simons, should make haste to get 
their kinsmen in Russia on the right 
road or they would all be branded by 
the brand which will surely be- press- 
ed upon the Jewish Inhabitants In 
the far east. The Innocent will suffer 
for the guilty, and already groat 
"pogroms," or Jewish massacres, are 
being planned by the exasperated na 
tive Russians when the day of the 
fall of the Bolsheviks arrives. 


That day, predicted Dr. Simons, 


would come within two or three 
months, possibly sooner. 


PUT DOWN ANARCHY. 


Social anarchists in this country, 


said Dr. Simons, should be put down 
with an iron hand. The American 
flag1 first, not the red flag, and tha 
head of the Methodist missions advo- 
cated stern measures here to stamp 
out manifestations of any such plans 
for merciless class tyranny as now 
exists In Russia. 


"If anyone raises a red flag, SHOOT 


HIM. 
Don't let any substitute come 


In front of our flag. If there is any- 
one in New York City who Is not aat- 
sflert with onr government, send him 
to Palestine." 


SPEAKS TUESDAY. 


Dr. Simons will speak at a meeting 


to be held Tuesday night at 7:30 at 
the church, when he will tell of his 
personal experiences ln Russia and 
of his own narrow escapes from death 
n this modern edition of the French 
Terror of 1789.

still remains danger of Bolshevism 
In Germany, though perhaps the re- 
port is by no means as stiff as it 
was two week.' ago.
